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FDA SAYS NO TO CAFFEINE-SPIKED BOOZE

I The US. Food and 
Drug Administration 
told the manufactur- 
1 ers of seven caffeinated 
' alcoholic beverages 
Wednesday that their 
drinks are a “public 
health concern” and can’t 
stay on the market in 
their current form. 

The move follows a yearlong review by the FDA, 
which gave the companies 15 days to either reformulate 
their products or face possible seizure under federal law, 
said Dr. Joshua Sharfstein, the agency’s principal deputy 
commissioner. Experts have said the caffeine used in the 
beverages can mask the effects of alcohol, leaving drinkers 
unaware of how intoxicated they are. 

“FDA does not find support for the claim that the ad- 
dition of caffeine to these alcoholic beverages is ‘gen- 
erally recognized as safe,’ which is the legal standard,” 
Sharfstein told reporters. “To the contrary, there is 
evidence that the combinations of caffeine and 
alcohol in these products pose a public health 
concern.” 

One of the companies that received 
warning letters was Phusion Projects, of 
Chicago, which makes Four Loko— a drink 


nicknamed “blackout in a can” by some users. The company 
had announced Tuesday that it was dropping caffeine and 
two other ingredients, guarana and taurine, from Four Loko 
in the face of “a difficult and politically-charged regulatory 
environment.” Chicago aldermen this month proposed a 
ban on caffeinated alcoholic drinks. 

The other companies were manufacturers in San Diego, 
Boston and Portland, Ore. 

Sharfstein called Phusion’s decision to drop caffeine and 
two other ingredients a “positive step” Wednesday And in a 
statement issued after the decision, the company said it was 
pleased by the FDA’s response. 

‘As we stated yesterday, we have stopped the production 
and shipment of all our products containing these ingredi- 
ents,” the company said. “We will continue to work closely 
and cooperatively with national and state regulators.” 

The FDA has no authority to ban the products outright. 
But Sharfstein said the review is still going on, and “We 
expect these warning letters to be read across the industry. 

“This will send a message to the industry about the im- 
portance of looking directly at these alcoholic beverages 
and how the FDA will respond to that,” he said. 

The FDA began its review in Nov. 2009, after com- 
plaints from officials in several states. The controversy 
exploded in October, when nine underage students at 
Central Washington University were hospitalized after 
drinking Four Loko, both on its own and mixed with other 
drinks, police reported.

Chicagoans share tales of life under 
the big top as circus comes to town

If the closest you’ve ever gotten to life under the big top is staying at Circus 
Circus in Las Vegas, RedEye’s got a tent tale for you. With Ringling Bros, 
and Barnum & Bailey Circus in town for a two-week stint, it seemed like the 
perfect opportunity to go behind the scenes and find out what it’s like to work 
for a circus. We talked to three members of the Ringling Bros, band as well as 
other cirque citizens who hail from the Windy City Check out what they had 
to say about the constant travel, physical peril, practice and at least one run-in 
with the business end of an elephant.

Do you think you could play a musical 
instrument with an enormous pile of ani- 
mal dung mere feet from your face? One 
Ringling Bros, band member has had a 
close call with nature’s call. 

“A couple cities ago, as an elephant was 
passing by, well, sometimes they relieve 
themselves,” said Michael Brown, a South 
Sider who has played bass for Ringling for 
about five years. “And as it was doing that, 
it almost splashed right onto the back of 
my neck.” 

All together now: Ewwwww .... 

But this near-dung experience does not 
take the fun out of a job that Brown other- 
wise described as a perfect fit. Brown and 
two of his fellow homegrown bandmates 
said they play an integral role in the so- 
called “greatest show on Earth,” provid- 
ing tension when necessary keeping the 
crowd laughing along with the clowns and, 
of course, their all-important job of “cov- 
ering” when a performer misses a trick. 

It beats a lot of gigs. Brown said. 

“As a musician, you don’t get too many 
gigs that are this steady and most impor- 


tantly make you a part of history” said 
Brown, who is in his 30s. 

Extensive travel was a selling point for 
Ryan States, a keyboardist originally from 
Elossmoor. States, 36, has spent the past 
six years on the road with Ringling and 
considers the train on which they travel 
and live home. States even produced an al- 
bum— a throwback to ’80s pop and rock— 
from a portable studio while criss crossing 
the country on the train. 

One of the band’s newest members, 
Downers Grove resident Ian Murphy also 
enjoys the travel; one of his favorite aspects 
is watching the performers in action as he 
plays the guitar. The action is fairly new to 
the 22-year-old Murphy who said he didn’t 
grow up attending circuses as a child. 

“There are some really impressive 
tricks,” Murphy said. “I enjoy the acro- 
batic material and contortionists .... And 
you really do have to watch everything 
that goes with the show. Tbu never know 
if you need to play a certain arrangement. 
All eyes are on you. You have to stay fo- 
cused.” 


Telling pervy dudes what she does for a liv- 
ing is a bit of a downer for Shayna Swan- 
son, the founder and a performer for Aloft 
Aerial Dance school and touring company 
Swanson, 33, specializes in the silks— com- 
bining ballet and acrobatic moves as she 
moves along fragments of colored fabric 
descending from the ceiling. She also works 
off a rope— going anywhere from 16-30 feet 
from the ceiling. 

“Guys wiU say ‘Oh, you must be flexible,’ ” 
Swanson said, deepening her voice to like a 
skeevy guy who might bother you on a bus. 


“Ech!” 

But other than that occasional “ech” fac- 
tor, the rest of her circus arts experience is 
wonderful, the Irving Park resident said. 
Though her mom teased her about applying 
her acrobatic aptitude to the circus when 
she was a little girl, Swanson said she offi- 
cially felt her first circus stirrings when she 
was studying sociology at Portland State 
University in Oregon. Swanson, then 18, 
saw an aerial dance performance and was so 
enthralled that she began taking classes in 
that particular art. 
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“I knew I found what I wanted to do,” said 
Swanson, who had been a gymnast as a child 
and coached gymnastics part-time. “I kind of 
forced myself to finish school, but after that, I 
enrolled in circus school.” 

A small school in England taught Swanson 
the ropes, but before the program ended, 
she headed back to the states to pursue her 
dream. 

The circus landscape in Chicago was, at 
the time, sparse, according to Swanson, who 
worked a variety of freelance gigs, including at 
Sea World in San Diego, before founding her 
own company in 2005. 

Aloft Aerial Dance, which is based on the 
Near West Side, now teaches classes to ev- 
eryday acrobatics enthusiasts, performs for 
corporations and tours. Last year, the com- 


pany did its first seven-city stint on the West 
Coast. Swanson said although corporate gigs 
have dried up in the past few years, business is 
booming, doubling year over year.

I’ll tumble for ya

Joining the circus has been a dream for Van 
Omar Dudley even as a pre-teen. Dudley 21, 
was known for his acrobatic abilities even as 
he came up in the now-demolished Henry 
Horner projects on the Near West Side. His 
dreams deepened when he got the opportu- 
nity to tumble with the Jesse White Tumblers, 
and then joined the West Side-based Chicago 
Boyz Acrobatic Team. Then, ii-year-old Dud- 
ley found himself working on and off with the 
UniverSoul Circus, an Atlanta-based opera- 
tion that features mainly black performers. 

So serious was Dudley about his acrobatic 
ambition that most of his high school years 
were spent being home-schooled, allowing 
him to practice and travel with operations, in- 
cluding a Cirque due Soleil production called 
La Nouba, four years with Ringling Bros. Cir- 
cus and his current full-time gig with Univer- 
Soul. 

Dudley’s circus specialty in addition to flip- 


ping, is an aerodynamic basketball act. The 
5-footer flings himself into the air with the 
help of a trampoline and dunking basketballs, 
sometimes while upside-down. Dudley can 
flip three times when he launches himself 
from the ground and four times with the help 
of that trampoline, he said. 

“I love it,” Dudley said of the work he does 
for UniverSoul. He and his team of airborne 
b-ballers practice about 10-12 hours a week 
to prep for shows that cut across the country 
10 months out of the year. “Me being an acro- 
bat is what I really wanted to do. I’m getting 
paid for something I would do for nothing.” 

Living the dream is not without downsides 
said Dudley who added he sometimes hesi- 
tates to tell people what he does for fear of 
being called a “circus freak.” And then there’s 
the physical toll. Among his injuries Dudley 
counts pulled ligaments and two dislocated 
wrists.

Some men call their spouses a handful. In 
Jeffrey Jenkins’ case, that’s accurate. Jef- 
frey, co-founder of the Midnight Circus 
company, performs an act with his wife, 
Julie, that involves her doing a handstand 
on his palms. The shtick— part of their 
expanding circus performance— originally 
grew out of the couple’s collaborations in 
the mid-’90s whenjulie— a trained actress 
and dancer— met Jeff— a former Ringling 
Bros, clown. 

The duo— who both were seeking new 
challenges in their respective artistic 
fields— developed their current routines 
using a combination of their skills, plus 
some instructions from Russian acrobats 
they met while doing a tour with Ver- 
mont-based operation Circus Smirkus. 

After touring with Smirkus, the Jen- 
kinses returned to their home of Chica- 
go hoping to showcase their new skills at 
a theater company 

“People thought we were nuts,” said 
Julie, who is in her 40s. “We realized we 
had to do this on our own.” 

They spent six months writing and de- 
veloping a show that involves what Julie 
describes as a comedy act with “knock- 
about eccentric dance” and culminates 
in “handstands on IJeff’s] hands.” By 
1995, the act had an official name: the 



Midnight Circus, with performances 
in theaters including National Pastime 
Theatre and Theater on the Lake. 

“The serious act was more appropri- 
ate when I was younger,” said Julie, now 
mom to a 3 -year-old and a 5-year-old. 

These days. Midnight Circus performs 
to benefit Chicago parks, putting on acts 
in open parks, including Holstein Park. 
This coming summer, they have plans 
for shows— potentially in a tent— at ap- 
proximately eight area parks.

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Costly cab rides 

Saying locals seldom use taxis, 2 aldermen propose $1 surcharge for passengers

The cost of a cab ride in Chicago could go up $i 
under a plan two powerful aldermen introduced 
Wednesday to help balance the city budget. One 
of them, Aid. Ed Burke (14th), said Chicagoans 
don’t use taxis much, and the burden would large- 
ly be on out-of-towners. 

The $i surcharge for beginning a cab ride in the 
city would raise $70 million per year, according to 
the proposal introduced by Burke and Aid. Carrie 
Austin (34 th). 

“It’s going to go to the budget committee for a 
hearing, but it seems to me ... Chicagoans very sel- 
dom use taxis,” Burke said. “These are mainly used 
by visitors to Chicago, the business people who 
are on expense accounts, and it isn’t a big amount. 
A $i surcharge isn’t going to hurt anybody in my 
opinion, and it doesn’t impact Chicago citizens.” 

But a number of Chicagoans took issue with 
Burke’s suggestion that the proposed fare hike 
would be painless. 


“I have to take a cab to work every morning, 
that is five days a week,” said Cinthia Malava, 23, 
who has to be at her job as a hotel hostess on the 
Near North Side by 6 a.m. “I think that is a little 
much.” 

Randy Conklin, who works in the city, was 
more emphatic. 

“I took a cab four times today,” said Conklin, 
as he marched down taxi-blanketed Michigan Av- 
enue. “So that one doUar would cost my family’s 
income.” 

“Our taxicab fares in Chicago are less than 
most of the major cities in America, and it seems 
to me to be a painless, easy way to generate about 
$70 million that we sorely need,” Burke said out- 
side the council meeting, where aldermen were 
considering a budget proposal from Mayor Daley 
that did not include any such fee or tax increases. 

Aldermen have rejected calls by cabbies to raise 
fares to help them, and Burke was asked about 
their pleas. 


“These are tough times. We’ve got to pay po- 
licemen, firemen and take care of injured police- 
men and firemen,” Burke said. “We’re getting 
murdered by the obligations to the pension fund, 
and I’m just throwing this out as a suggestion, as 
one way where we can quickly get a pretty sub- 
stantial amount of money without a lot of pain.” 

Gilbert Uranta, 50, who has been driving a cab 
in Chicago for 15 years, threw his hands up in 
exasperation when he heard about the plan. In 
Chicago, cabbies pay a $78 per month in ground 
transportation tax and a gasoline tax. 

Uranta said that ultimately the added $i will 
mean fewer tips for the drivers. 

The measure will be sent to the Finance Com- 
mittee— which Burke chairs — for further consid- 
eration. 

Mayor Daley said Burke’s proposal for a cab 
surcharge at least deserved to be considered. 

“The city needs revenue, all areas of revenue,” 
Daley said. “It’s something to consider.” 


Daley’s final 
budget sails 
through

The City Council overwhelm- 
ingly approved Mayor 
Daley’s final spending plan 
Wednesday, with aldermen ac- 
knowledging the council was 
pushing tough choices down 
the road but praising it for not 
raising taxes or fees. 

The vote was 43-7. 

Daley’s plan relies heavily 
on one-time revenue sources 
to plug a shortfall of $655 mil- 
lion. While the budget would 
be balanced technically, hard 
decisions about reorganizing 
and cutting city services-or 
raising revenue-will face the 
winner of the spring 2011 elec- 
tions to replace the retiring 
Daley. 

“People are really, truly 
hurting, and they do not need 
additional taxes,’’ Budget 
Committee Chairman Carrie 
Austin (34th) said as she 
opened the budget debate. 
She listed numerous other 
cities around the country that 
she said are planning 2011 
property tax increases. 

To keep the city financially 
afloat next year, Daley’s bud- 
get pulls $273 million from 
the city reserves created 
with long-term leases of the 
Chicago Skyway and city park- 
ing meter system. It also pulls 
$180 million from special tax- 
ing districts. The city upped its 
revenue projections by 
$91 million, which could trig- 
ger mid-year cuts if those esti- 
mates don’t hold up. 

Aldermen are facing 
elections for their seats in 
February, and many have 
expressed relief the budget 
includes no new taxes, fees 
or fines.

100 gang 
members

A reputed gang member once charged 
with killing an off-duty Chicago police 
officer was slapped with federal charges 
Wednesday as part of a two-year inves- 
tigation into a West Side drug opera- 
tion. 

Chicago police and FBI agents 
fanned out across city neighborhoods 
Wednesday scooping up some lOO 
members of the violent Traveling Vice 
Lords street gang. 

The drug scheme allegedly was run all 
night and day near Kedzie Avenue and 
Ohio Street in North Lawndale, netting 
$3,000 to $6,000 a day in crack cocaine 
and heroin sales. “Significant” amounts 
of crack and heroin were seized, offi- 
cials said. 

At the top of the indictment is Jason 
Austin, who was charged but later re- 
leased for the August 2008 murders of 
Chicago police Det. Robert Soto and a 
companion, Kathryn Romberg. Jason 
Austin and his brother, Charles, are ac- 
cused of running the drug operation. 

Sources said members of the gang 
were taken to FBI headquarters and 
other locations and likely would be 
questioned about the slayings of Soto 
and Romberg, a supervisor for the Illi- 
nois Department of Children and Fam- 
ily Services. Soto and Romberg were fa- 
tally shot as they sat in an SUV outside 
Romberg’s West Side home. 

The investigation was dubbed Op- 
eration Blue Knight and used wiretaps, 
witnesses, undercover surveillance and 
undercover drug transactions, officials 
said.

Student journalists for Northwestern 
University’s Medill Innocence Project 
wore hidden recorders to secretly tape 
their interviews with witnesses as part of 
their investigation into an alleged wrong- 
ful conviction in the murder of a Harvey 
security guard, prosecutors told a Cook 
County judge Wednesday 

A copy of one of the recorded conver- 
sations, as well as student memoranda 
that referenced the use of eavesdrop- 
ping devices, were contained in about 
800 pages of documents recently turned 
over to prosecutors by the university and 
a private detective who works for the In- 
nocence Project. 

The state’s attorney’s office has been 
engaged in a long-running battle with 
the school and journalism professor Da- 
vid Protess to obtain all the information 
gathered by students investigating the 
conviction of Anthony McKinney 

Northwestern students working under 
Protess’ supervision surreptitiously re- 
corded an interview of Anthony Drake, 


the man they contend is responsible for 
the murder for which McKinney was 
convicted. Assistant State’s Attorney Ce- 
leste Stack said in court. 

In Illinois, it is illegal to record anyone 
without their knowledge or consent— 
without court authorization. 

Stack later said it was unlikely any 
criminal charges would be filed over the 
surreptitious recording of the Drake in- 
terview, since it occurred in 2004 and the 
statute of limitations since has expired. 

Attorney Charles Sklarsky who is rep- 
resenting Northwestern, told the judge 
that the university will comply with the 
order to preserve any recordings but said 
he does not believe the school has any 
copies of such recordings. A cell phone re- 
cording also was made in Wisconsin. 

University spokesman Alan Cubbage, 
speaking after the hearing, echoed Sklar- 
sk/s statement that illegal methods are 
not condoned by the school and said of- 
ficials are reviewing “what occurred and 
who was aware of what occurred at what 
time.”

A stone that big (18 
carats) twists around a lot on your finger. 

William said he gave his future bride the 
ring Princess Diana wore because he want- 
ed to make sure his late mother “didn’t 
miss out on the excitement.” Back then. 


even Diana said it was taking some getting 
used to, adding because “it’s so big.” 

And those 14 diamonds set in prongs 
surrounding the big blue stone? “They 
tend to catch a bit on your clothes,” said 
veteran Chicago jeweler Donald Levinson, 
president of Trabert & Hoeffer on Oak 
Street. 

Levinson and other Chicago gem ex- 
perts say they haven’t seen a frenzy to or- 
der copies of the ring Diana chose from 


royal jewelers Garrard nearly 30 years ago. 

AManhattan sapphire jewelry merchant 
said he got 30 orders for copies of the ring 
in the first 24 hours after the engagement 
announcement and that his computer 
crashed twice because of frenzied royal 
ring mania. But in Chicago, cost might be 
another consideration. A ring the same size 
and quality as the Diana original ($63,270 
in 1981) easily could top $100,000 today 
experts here guessed.

Citywide, a fatal shooting occurred in 
South Shore, a fatal stabbing occurred in 
Belmont Cragin and a fatal beating occurred 
in Washington Park in the past week, accord- 
ing to Red Eye data. 

Meanwhile, the city’s 2010 homicide toll 
reached and surpassed 400 victims this 
past weekend, RedEye determined. The city

Report: Investors pouring 
more money into Twitter 


SAN FRANCISCO Twitter is consider- 
ing raising funding that would value 
the company at $3 billion, according to 
technology blog TechCrunch. 

Russian technology investment firm 
DST Global is seeking to lead the fund- 
ing round, which would be larger than 
the $100 million that Twitter raised in 
September 2009, according to a report 
Wednesday on the blog. The report said 
that other investors also are eager to be 
involved. 

San Francisco-based Twitter has 175 
million users and is one of the most popu- 
lar Internet social networking services. 


The company has only recently started 
efforts to generate revenue through spe- 
cial ads that appear in certain parts of its 
service. 

Twitter was not immediately available 
for comment. 

Last year Twitter raised $100 million, 
valuing the company at $i billion, from 
investors including Insight Venture Part- 
ners, Spark Capital and mutual fund giant 
T. Rowe Price. 

An investment in Twitter would add to 
DST’s impressive portfolio of social net- 
working companies, which includes Face- 
book, the world’s No. i social network; 


Zynga; and Groupon. 

DST Chairman Yuri Milner acknowl- 
edged that Twitter was among the 25 to 30 
companies that would fit his firm’s invest- 
ing strategy during an on-stage interview 
at the Web 2.0 conference in San Francisco 
on Tuesday though he declined to com- 
ment specifically on whether DST was 
talking to Twitter about a deal. 

Milner said DST invests in companies 
that typically have a $i billion-plus valua- 
tion, are in the “social Internet space,” and 
can be located anywhere in the world. 

“My guess is there are probably 25 to 30 
companies like that,” he said.

The last time the Bears were in Miami, they lost. But it was no ordinary 
loss. Their 29-17 defeat at the hands of the Indianapolis Colts came in 
the Super Bowl, of all places. 

“What could have been?” middle linebacker Brian Urlacher asked. “Of 
course, we had our big chance to be Super Bowl champs and we blew it. 
It’s still frustrating. People don’t realize how hard it is to get to the Super 
Bowl. I really don’t think players realize either, especially the young guys.” 

The Bears return to the scene of the crime Thursday night, but this 
time they’ll face a Miami Dolphins team starting its third-string quar- 
terback. That doesn’t mean fans should pencil in a “W” for the Bears, 
however. When the Bears face the Dolphins, it’s almost always a tough 
matchup. In fact, the Dolphins lead the all-time series against the Bears, 
7-3. Here’s a look at the matchups since 1985. 




DEC 9, 2002 

A blowout in Miami. 
The Dolphins’ 

Ricky Williams ran 
for an astound- 
ing 216 yards with 
two touchdowns 
against the Bears 
in a 27-9 win. Chris 
Chandler, Jim Miller 
and Henry Burris all 
made appearanc- 
es at quarterback 
for the Bears. You 
could call them the 
Axis of Evil. 


OCT. 27, 1997 

It was a Halloween thriller in Miami, with the 
Bears leaving town with a hard-fought 36-33 
win in overtime. Erik Kramer and Raymont 
Harris led the way for the Bears, with Kramer 
throwing for 343 yards and two TDs and Harris 
rushing for 106 yards and a score. It was the 
Bears’ first win of the season. Thanks, Miami. 

NOV. 13, 1994 


NOV. 5, 2006 

Before they traveled to Miami to play the Colts in the 
Super Bowl in 2007, the Bears faced Miami in the regular 
season at Soldier Field. The Bears headed into the game 
on a roll-they were 7-0-but the Dolphins came to play 
and cruised to a 31-13 win. The ex-Bear factor came into 
play in this one, as Marty Booker scored on his former 
team in the second quarter to give the Dolphins a lead 
they would not relinquish. 


Not even Miami quarterback Dan Marino could 
save the Dolphins in this 17-14 clunker in Miami. If 
you like defense, this was the game for you. Marino threw an Inter- 
ception, was sacked twice and the Dolphins turned the ball over 
twice. The Bears were led by receiver Curtis Conway, who threw 
a touchdown pass to Keith Jennings. Bears starter Steve Walsh 
threw zero touchdowns. Sounds familiar, eh Bears fans? 

NOV. 24, 1991 

This pre-Thanksgiving meeting was a feast for the Dolphins, who 
won 16-13 thanks to a Pete Stoyanovich field goal in overtime at 
Soldier Field. The game actually featured five field goals and just 
two touchdowns. Running back Brad Muster scored the TD for the 
Bears, while Marino threw a TD pass for the Dolphins. Not exactly 
a feast for the eyes. 

SEPT. 4, 1988 

In the season opener at Soldier Field, it was all Bears, all the time 
as they cruised to a 34-7 win. All the Bears’ touchdowns came 
via the ground, with running back Neal Anderson scoring twice, 
quarterback Jim McMahon running for two TDs and running back 
Thomas Sanders finishing the scoring with a fourth-quarter TD. 



DEC. 2, 1985 

Bears nation remembers this game like it was 
yesterday. During the Bears’ magical 1985-86 
season, they were nearly unstoppable, literally. 
They lost only one game that season-against 
the Dolphins, of course, in Miami. On “Monday 
Night Football.” The Bears were 12-0 at the 
time but fell 38-24 in the Orange Bowl. Marino 
carved up the vaunted Bears D, throwing for 
almost 300 yards with three touchdowns.

NEW TEAM VOWS TO BRING EXCITEMENT TO INDOOR SOCCER LEAGUE

Chicago’s newest pro soccer franchise prom- 
ises action that’s a bit more riotous than fans 
might be used to seeing from the MLS or 
FIFA— beginning with the name itself 

The Chicago Riot Soccer Club is making 
its Major Indoor Soccer League debut Friday 
in Baltimore, and fans might be surprised to 
see that unlike the low-scoring, defensive af- 
fairs they’re accustomed to from outdoor soc- 
cer— the Riot often will push the scoreboard 
into double digits. 

“Scoring about lo goals a game is pretty 
standard,” said Peter Wilt, president and co- 
owner of the Riot. “It’s a high-energy, high- 
impact and high-scoring game for fans that 
need sensory overload.” 

Outdoor soccer often is played with ii 
players on a large grass field, but MISL rules 
require only six on the field— five regular play- 
ers and a goalkeeper. The field is about the 
size of a hockey rink, and with walls and glass 
surrounding the field, there is no such thing as 
out of bounds. The scoring takes its cue from 



basketball; two points are awarded for a regu- 
lar goal and three are earned for a goal that is 
shot from beyond a long-distance arc. 

The MISL also stands out because of on- 
the-fly substitution patterns that resemble 
hockey’s fast-paced line changes. 

“It’s definitely like hockey, and you can get 
players who sprint all out for 6o seconds and 
then get substituted, and then you have some- 
one with fresh legs come in and they do the 
same thing,” ^ 5 C^lt said. “It’s a very fast sport.” 


“Every Riot game will be action-packed, 
and our team is going to have a blue-collar 
ethic,” said Jeff Kraft, the Riot’s head coach 
and director of team operations. 

“We are putting together a young and hun- 
gry roster, and we will play with toughness 
every night.” 

“We may not have the biggest names in the 
league, but we’ll have all local talent,” Wit 
said. ‘All the players call Chicago their full- 
time home, and I think that’s pretty unique.” 

It’s also rather unusual to name a team 
based on various social unrests. Three of the 
seating sections at the Odeum Sports and 
Expo Center will be named after famous dis- 
turbances— the Chicago Lager Beer Riot of 
1855, the Haymarket Square Riot of 1886 and 
the Grant Park Democratic National Con- 
vention Riot in 1968. 

“The name pays homage to the history of 
the city” Wilt said, “and it relates well to the 
passion that we expect our team to play with 
and what we expect our fans to bring to the 
game.”

Not yet 40 years old, Robert James Ritchie- 
better known to fans as Kid Rock-already 
sounds ready to apply for his AARP mem- 
bership on his 10th album, the ponderous 
“Born Free.” Produced by Rick Rubin and trumpeted as the work of a 
more mature Kid, the record’s dozen country-rock cuts stray far too 
close to the middle of the road. “I hear screaming on the left/Yelling 
on the right,” he sings in his light rasp on the oddly apolitical “Care.” 
“Sitting in the middle trying to live my life.” 

Love him or hate him, at least the Rock of old demanded some kind of 
response. But this more reflective version barely generates a passive 
shrug as he sings about settling down (“Slow My Roll”), working for the 
weekend (“God Bless Saturday”) and driving ‘til he runs out of highway 
(“Purple Sky”). Only a duet with Sheryl Crow on “Collide,” a bruised 
ballad that plays like a prequel to the pair’s “Picture,” finds Rock finally 
giving up his reclined posture, acoustic guitars shuffling as the two kick 
off a doomed slow dance, -andy downing, special to metromix

This Potter’s 
deathly dull 

No more of those romantic shenanigans from “Harry 
Potter and the Half-Blood Prince.” With Dumbledore 
(Michael Gambon) dead, Harry (Daniel Radcliffe), 
Hermione (Emma Watson) and Ron (Rupert Grint) get 
serious in their efforts to at last defeat super-evil You- 
Know-Who (Ralph Fiennes), who’s getting stronger and 
uglier— but not anymore interesting. 

The buzz: The seventh and final book in J.K. Rowl- 
ing’s mega-zillion-dollar series was so hefty that director 
David Tates and writer Steve Kloves divided the story in 
two, with the finale arriving in July Hopefully “Deathly 
Hallows: Part i” feels more tightly plotted than 
“Half-Blood Prince,” which thrived on lighthearted 
cheer that’s virtually absent from the latest and mostly 
humorless installment. 

The verdict: This “Potter’s” a plodder. Every magical 
term and new ability is either under- or over-explained, 
though there’s no defending the pointless Nazi allegory 
found in the Dark Lord’s goal of establishing a master 
race of “pureblood” wizards. Occasional moments, like 
Harry’s near-drowning, achieve the necessary inten- 
sity All the other action is just dry and/or incoherent,
